profound interest to wakh how this "madman" moves with inflexible logic 
toward his goals. 
More than two years ago several 


-Ovolumes appeared in Euroi>e (notably 


Ernst Henri's "Hitler Over Europe" in 
which Hitler's future plans were out- 
lined. These outlines were based part- 
ly on Hitler's book but also upon in- 
numerable statements made by him 
since he came to power. At the time 
I wrote an outline of the predictions of 
these books. Since that time almost 
every prophecy then made has been 
fulfilled in abundant measuer and now 
we see Hitler preparing to fulifll the 
others. 


The core of the Hitler policy.-accord- 


ing to these analysts, was the capture 
of the oil fields of Rumania and the 
grain fields of the Ukraine. -They said 
Hitler made it clear that he would 
move toward the east and that he 
would begin by the absorption of Aus- 
tria. They even described in some de- 
tail the means he would use. And he 
did precisely that.

But they under- 
estimated the ease with which he rode 
and which enabled him' to content him- 
self with the Sudeten areas and com- 
plete domination of the rest without 
sovereign ownership. 


This done, the way was open to the 


Ukraine through either Poland or Ru- 
mania. And it is the Ukraine toward 
which he is driving. When Hitler pro- 
mised Chamberlain that he would seek 
no more territory in Europe, many sup- 
posed that this would end his drive. 
They did not remember the predictions 
referred to. 


Propaganda Penetration 


These were that Hitler would attempt 


propaganda penetration of both Ru- 
mania and the Ukraine, setting, up mi- 
nority bogies, producing confusion and 
agitation and even violence in the 
Ukraine and Rumania. He would gam- 
ble on arousing a nationalist spirit in 
the Ukraine and setting the people 
there off upon a revolt against Russia. 
Germany could then support the strug- 
gle of the Ukrainians to "free."

Spectacles Invented in 13th Century Mean a Great 


Deal to Us Today 


„ generally the invention of spectacles 
. if credited to Salvino degli Armati. an 


Italian banker of the 13th century. 


> However, Inany people insist that he 


did not really invent them but that, as 
n banker, he took them over from some 


- rnedfeval glassmaker of Venice. Mag- 
,i:iiywg lenses were .already known. 
and apparently it oc.curred to some- 
fcody to put two lenses together so that 
they could be held before the eyes. 


The famous traveler, Marco Polo, 


credits the Chinese with using spec- 
tacle lenes before 1260 A. D. These 
lenses were made put of rock crystal. 


Dr. W. H. Crisp points out that spec- 


-tacles are-among the greatest blessings 
of our scientific era. They have vast- 
ly prolonged the usefulness of the lives 
' of most of us and they have brought 
happiness to innumerable'people whose 
eyes are anatomically unsuited to nor- 
mal vision. According to this historian, 
the earliest known lens was made of 
rock crystal and was found in the ruins 
of Nineveh by Sir Henry Layarcl. 


For nearsighted people who require 


^concave lenses, discovery of suitable 
lenses ca'm'e much later. There is an 
oil painting of Pope Leo who lived at 
the beginning of the 16th century and 
who was quite nearsighted. The paint- 
ing shows him holding a single round 
concave glass in his hand. 
.Since that time lenses for Vision have 


improved tremendously. The modern 


lens takes care of all important aber- 
rations of vision. Most people nowa- 
days have learned to feel old-fashion- 
ed in a flat lens and the modern spec- 
tacle-maker curves the lenses in vari- 
ous ways. The national 
American 


habit of keeping abreast of the times 
makes us willing to pay whatever may 
be necessary in order to have eye- 
glasses that are not only helpful to 
vision, but which also havea fine ap- 
pearance. 
. Lenses are now available which en- 
able the person who wears them to see 
both near and far without straining the 
muscles of the neck. 


Som;e people still are prejudiced 


against the wearing of eyeglasses, but 
it is a prejudice which is disappearing 
rapidly not only because of education 
in common sense, but also because of 
the magnificent technical advances in 
the development of eyeglasses.

The best lumber is helpless against 


a small white insect that is responsible 
tor thousands of dollars damage to 
buildings every year. 


Termites live in the soil and feed 


on wood. They avoid light, and work 
on the inside. Frequently lumber that 
appears to be sound will be found to 
belittle more than a shell with the in- 
terior almost completely eaten away. 


Damage by termites can be avoided 


>y proper construction, according to 
2arl L. Arnold extension agricultural 
ngineer, University of Arkansas Col- 
ege of Agriculture. 


All wooden 
parts of a building 


hculd be placed so that they will be 
lermanently dry. Rubbish and debris 
•n which termites could feed should 
;e carefully cleaned from the vicin- 
ty of the building. 


The building should be placed on a |
